2, The number of vacancies to be filled on the results of 
the examination will be specified in the Notice issued bv the 
C'ommision. Reservation will be made for candidates belong- 
ing to the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes in res- 
pect of vacancies as may be fixed bv the Government, 

Schedul 'd Castes/Tribes mean any of the Castes /Tribes 
mentioned' in the Constitution (Scheduled Castes) Order, 
1950; the Constitution (Scheduled Tribes) Order, 1950; the 
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Constitution (Scheduled Castes) (Union Territories) Order, 
1951; The Constitution (Scheduled Tribes) (Union Territo- 
ries) Order, 1951; (as amended by the Scheduled Castes and 
Scheduled Tribes Lists (Modification) Order, 1956, the Bom- 
bay Reorganisation Act, i960, the Punjab Reorganisation Act, 
1966, the State of Himachal Pradesh Act, 1970 and the North 
Eastern Areas (Reorganisation Act, 1971, the Constitution 
(Jammu and Kashmir) Scheduled Castes Order, 1956, the 
Constitution (Andaman and Nicobar Islands) Scheduled Tri-

(c) a person of India origin who has migrated from 
Pakistan, Burma, Sri Lanka and East African 
countries of Kenya, Uganda and the United Re- 
public of Tanzania [formerly Tanganyika and 
Zanzibar) with the intention of permanently 
settling in India.

15. In the case of the candidates competing for both the 
Services, due consideration will be given to the order of 
preference expressed by a candidate at the time of his 
application. 

16. Success in the examination confers no light to appoint- 
ment, unless Government are satisfied after such enquiry as 
may be considered necessary, that the candidate is suitable 
in all respects for appointment to the Service. 

17. A candidate must be in good mental and bodily health 
and free from any physical defect likely to interfere with the 
discharge of his duties as an officer of the Service. A candi- 
date who after such physical examination as Government or 
Ihe appointing authonty, aa the case may be, may prescribe 
is found not to satisfy these requirements, will not be appoint, 
ed. Any candidate called for viva voce by the Commission 
may be required to undergo physical examination. 

Note, — In order to prevent disappointment candidates are 
advised to have themselves examined by a Government 
Medical Officer of the standing of a Civil Surgeon, before 
applying for admission to the examination.

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage 
and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any 
person from the operation of this rule. 

19. Brief particulars relating to the Services to which re- 
cruitment is being made through this examination are stated 
in Appendix III,

The interview is intended to supplement 
the written examination for testing the general and specialis- 
ed knowledge and abilities of the candidate. The candidate 
will be expected to have taken an intelligent interest not only 
in his subjects of academic study, but also in events which 
are happening around him both within and without his own 
State or country, as well as in modern currents of thought 
and in new discoveries which should rouse the curiosity Of 
well-educated youth. 

The technique of the interview is not that of a strict cross 
examination, but of a natural, though directed and purposive 
conversation, intended to reveal the candidate s mental quali- 
ties and his grasp of problems. The Board wdl pay special 
attention to assessing the intellectual curosity, critical powers 
of assimilation, balance of judgement and alertness of mind, 
the ability for social conhcslon; integrity of character, initia- 
tive and capacity for leadership. 

APPENDIX ni 

Brief particulars relating to the two Services to which 
recruitment is being made through this examination : 

1. Candidates selected for appointment to either of the 
two Services will be appointed to Grade IV of the Service on 
probation for a period of two years which may be extended 
if necessary. During the period of probation, the candidates 
will be required to undergo such courses of training and 
instruction and to pass such examination and tests as th* 
Government may determine. 

2 If in the opinion of Government the work or conduct 
of the officer on probation is unsatisfactory or shows that he 
is unlikely to become efficient Government may discharge him 
forthwith. 

3 On the expiry of the period of probation or of any 
extension, if the Government afe of opinion that a candidate 
is not fit for the permanent appointment. Government may 
discharge him, 

4 On completion of the period of probation to the satis- 
faction of Goverifment, the candidate shall if considered fit 
for permanent appointment be confirmed in his appointment 
subject to the availability of substantive vacancies in perma- 
pent posts. 

5 Prescribed scales of pay for both the Indian Statistical 
Service and the Indian Economic Service are as follows ; 

Selection Grade Rs. 2000 — 125/2 2250, 

Grade I — Director Rs. 1800—100—2000, 

Grade IT— Joint Director Rs. 1500 — 60 — 1800.

APPENDIX IV 

REGULATIONS RELATING TO THE PHYSICAL 
EXAMINATION OF CANDIDATES 

These regulations are published for the convenience of can- 
didates and in order to enable them to ascertain the probabi- 
lity of their coming up to the required physical standard. The 
regulations are also Intended to provide guidelines to the 
medical examiners and a candidate who does not satisfy the 
minimum requirement prescribed In the regulations, cannot 
be declared nt by the medical examiners. However, while 
holding that a candidate is not fit according to the norms laid 
down in these regulations, it would be permissible for a 
Medical Board to recommend to the Government of India for 
reasons specifically recorded in writing that he may be admit- 
ted to service without disadvantage to Government. 

2. It should, however, be clearly understood that the Gov- 
ernment of India reserve to themselves absolute discretion to 
reject or accept any candidate after considering the report of 
the Medical Board, 

1. To be passed as fit for appointment a candidate must 
be in good mental and bodily health and free from any 
physical defect likely to interfere with the efficient perform- 
ance of the duties of his appointment, 

2. In the matter of the correlation of age, height and chest 
girth of candidates of Indian (including Anglo-Indian) race 
it is left to the Medical Board to use whatever correlation 
figures are considered most suitable as a guide in the exami- 
nation of the candidates. If there be any disproportion with 
regard to height, weight and chest girth, the candidate should 
be hospitalised for investigation and X-ray of the chest taken 
before the candidate is declared fit or not fit by the Board. 

3. The candidates’ height will be measured as follows : — 

He will remove his shoes and be placed against the standard 
with his feet together and the weight thrown on the heels 
and not on the toes or other sides of the feet. He will stand 
erect without rigidity and with the heels, calves, buttocks 
and shoulders touching the Standard, the chin will be depres- 
sed to bring the vertex of the head level under the horizontal 
bar and the height will be recorded in centimetres and parts 
of a centimetre to halves, 

4. The candidate’s chest will be measured as follows : — 

He will be made to stand erect with his feet together, and 
to raise his arms over his head. The tape will be so 
adiusted round the chest that its upper edge touches the 
interior angles of the shoulder blades behind and lies in the 
same horizontal plane when the tape is taken round the chest. 
The arms will then be lowered to hang loosely bv the side, 
and care will be taken that the shoulders arc not thrown up- 
wards or backwards so as to displace the tape. The candidate 
will then be directed to take a deep inspiration several times 
and the maximum expansion of the chest will be carefullv 
noted and the minimum and maximum will then be recorded 
In centimetres 84—89, 86—93 etc. In recording the measure- 
ments, fractions of less than a centimetre should not be noted. 

Y.fl. — The height and chest of the candidate should be 
measured twice before coming to a final decision. 
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5. The candidates will also be weighed and his weight re- 
corded in kilograms; fractions of half of a kilogram should 
not lw noted, 

6. (a) 'I he candidate’s eye-sight will be tested in accor- 
dance with the following rules.

(d) In every case of myopia, fundus examination should 
be carried out and the results recorded. In the event of 
pathological condition being present which is likely to be 
progressive and effect the efficiency of the candidate, he 
should be declared unfit. 

(e) Field of i ision.-~~' The field of vision shall be tested by 
the confrontation method. When such test gives unsatisfactory 
or doubtful results the field of vision should be determined 
on the perimeter. 

(f) Night Blindness. — Broadly there are two types of night 
blindness, (1) as a result of Vit, A- deficiency and (2) as a 
result of Organic Disease of Retina — a common cause being 
Retinitis pigmentosa, in (1) the fundus is normal, generally 
seen in younger agc-gioup and ill-nourished persons and 
improves by large doses of Vit. A. in (2) the fundus is 
often involved and mere fundus examination will reveal the 
condition ih mujprity of cases. The patient in this category 
is an adult, and may not suffer from malnutrition. Persons 
seeking employment for higher posts in the Government will 
fall In Ihis category. For both (1) and (2) dark adaptation 
test will reveal the condition. For (2) specially when fundus 
is not involved electro-Retinography is required to be done. 
Bolh Ihese tests (dark adaptation and retinography} are time- 
consuming and required specialized set-up and equipment, and 
thus are not possible as n routine test in a medical check-up. 
Because of these technical consideration it is for the Minis- 
tiy/ Department to indicate if these tests for night blindness 
are requlied to be done. This will depend upon the job 
requirement and nature of duties to be performed by the pros- 
pective Government employee. 

(g) Ocular condition other than visual acuity. — (i) Any 
organic disease or a progressive refractive error which is likely 
to result in lowering the visual acuity should he considered 
» disqualification, 

(ii) Squint. — For technical seivices where the presence of 
binocular vision is essential, squint, even it the visual acuity 
In each eye is of the prescribed standard should be consider- 
ed a disqualiflcaion. For other services the presence of 
squint should not be considered as a disqualification, if the 
visual acuity is of the prescribed standard. 

( iii) One eve — If n person has one eye or if he has one 
eye which has normal vision and the other eye is embyloyopie 
or has subnormal vision, the usual effect Is that the person 
lacks streoscopic vision for preparation of depth. Such vision 
is not necessarv for many civil posts. The medicut board 
may recommend as fit, such persons provided the normal eve 
has —

N B — As a general rule any systolic pressure over 140 and 
diasloiie over 90 should he regarded as suspicious and the 
candidate should lie hospitalised by the Boaid before giving 
their final opinion regarding the candidate’s fitness or other- 
wise. The hospitalization tepoit should indicate whether the 
lise in Wood pressure is of a transient nature due lo excite- 
ment etc, or whether it is due to any organic disease. Tn all 
such cases X-rav an,] electrocardiographic examination, of 
heart and blood urea clearance test should also be done as a 
routine. The final decision as to the fitness oi otherwise of a 
candidate will, however, rest with th e Medical Board only. 

Method of taking Blood Pressure 

The mercury manometer type of instrument should be. used 
as a rule. The measurement should not be taken within fifteen 
minutes of any exercise or excitement. Provided the patient, 
and particularly his arm is rcluxed lie may be either lying 
or silting. The arm is supported comfortably at the patients 
side in a more or less horizontal position. Tha arm should 
be freed from clothes to the shoulder. The cuff completely 
deflated should be applied with the middle of the rubber over 
the inner side of thf arm, and its lower edge an inch or two 
above the bend of the elboty. The following turns of cloth 
bandage should spread evenly over the bag to avoid bulging 
during inflation. 

The brachial artery is located bv palpation at the bend of 
the elbow and the stethoscope is then applied lightly and 
centrally over it below, but not in contact with the cuff. The 
cuff is inflated to about 200 mm. Hg. and then slowly deflated. 
The level at which the column stands when soft successive 
sounds are heard represents the Systolic Pressure. When more 
air is allowed to escape the sounds will be heard to increase 
in intensity. The level of the column at which the well-heard 
clear sounds change to soft muffled fading sounds represents 
tiie diastolic pressure. The measurements should be taken in 
a fail ly brief period of limy us prolonged pressure of the 
cuff is imitating to the patient and will vitiate the readings. 
Rechecking, if necessary, should be done only a few minutes 
after complete deflation of the cuff. (Sometimes as the cuff 
is deflated sounds arc heard, at a certain level : they may dis- 
appear ns pressure falls and reappear at a still lower level, 
this ‘Silent Gap’ may cause error in reading), 

8. The urine (passed in the presence of the examiner) 
should be examined and the result recorded. Where a Medi- 
cal Board finds sugar present in a candidate’s urine by the 
usual chemical tests the Board will proceed with the exami- 
nation with all its other aspects and will also specially note 
any signs or symptoms suggestive of diabetes. If except for 
ihe glycosuria the Board finds the candidate conforms to the 
standout of medical fitness requited they may pass the can- 
didate,- “fit subject to the glycosuria being non-diabetic’’ and 
the Board wili refer Ihe ease to a specified specialist in Medi- 
cine who has hospital and laboratory facilities at his disposal. 
The Medical Specialist will carry out whatever examinations 
clinical a-nd laboratory he considers necessary including a 
standard blood suRar tolerance test, and will submit his 
opinion to the Medical Board upon which the Medical Board 
will base its final opinion "fit” or "unfit”. The candidate will 
not bq required to apparent in person before the Board on the 
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second occasion. To exclude tbs effects of medication it rnay 
be necessary to retain a candidate for several da;s in hospital 
under strict supervision. 

9. A woman candidate who as a result of tests is found to 
be pregnant of 12 weeks standing or over should be declared 
temporarily unfit until the confinement is over. She should be 
re-examined for a fitness certificate six weeks after the date 
of confinement subject to the production of a medical certifi- 
cate of fitness from a registered medical practitioner. 

Ilk The billowing additional points should he observed : —

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Medical Boards Report 

The following intimation is made for the guidance of the 
Medical Examiner : — 

The standard of physical fitness to he adopted should make 
due allowance for the ace and length of service, if any, of 
the candidate concerned. 

No person will be deemed qualified for admission to the 
Public Service who shall not satisfy Government or the 
appointing authority, as the cusc may be that he has no 
disease, constitutional affection, or bodily infirmity unfittinc 
him, oi likely to unfit him for that service. 

It should be understood that the question of fitness involves 
the future as well as the present and that one of the main 
objects of medical examination is to secure continuous effec- 
tive service, and in the case of candidates for permanent 
appointment to prevent early pension or payments in case of 
premature death. Tt is at the same time to be noted that 
the question is one of the likelihood of continuous effective 
service, and that rejection of a candidate need not be advised 
on account of the presence of a defeat which is only a small 
pioportion of cases is found to interfere with continuous 
effective service. 

The Board should normally consist of three members 
(i) a physician, (ii) a Surgeon and (iii) an Ophthalmologist all 
of whom should ay far as particablc, be of equal status, A 
ladv doctor will be coopted as a member of the Medical 
Board wherever a woman candidate is to be examined. 

Candidates appointed to the Tndian Economic Service/ 
Indian Statistical Service are liable for field service in 
or out of India. In case of such a candidate the Medi- 
cal Board should specially record their opinion as to 
his fitness or otherwise for field service. The report of 
the Medical Board should be lreatcd as confidental. 

In cases where a candidalc is declared unfit for appoint- 
ment in the Government Sevice, the grounds for rejec- 
tion may be communicated to the candidate in broad 
tarns without giving minute details regarding the defects 
pointed out by the Medical Board. 

in cases whcie a Medical Board considets that a minor 
disability disqualifying a candidate for Government ser- 
vice cun be cured by treatment (medical or surgical) a 
statement to that effect should be recorded by the Medi- 
cal Board. There is no objection to a candidate being 
informed of the Board’s opinion to this effect by Ihe

RESOLUTION 

No. PPD/OPC/IR/75. — -The Government of India 
have considered the Interim Report of the Oil Prices 
Committee (hereinafter referred to as the OPC) seL up 
by the Government vide Government Resolution dated 
the 16th March 1974 under the Chairmanship of Dr. 
K. S, Krishnaswamy, Executive Director, Reserve Bank 
ot India, Bombay, to recommend general principles of 
pricing policy of petroleum products and on other con- 
nected matters. The decisions of the Government on the 
recommendations of the OPC are given below : 

2.1. The principle of ‘import parity’ does not constitute 
a proper basis for pricing of indigenous crude oil or re- 
fined petroleum products and should be given up as re- 
commended by OPC, 

2.2. The Committee recommended that the price ol 
indigenous crude oil should be based on the long run 
social marginal cost of crude (discounted at 10% over 
15 yeais as life ot the project) and estimated it at Rs. 
2.3.80, or $ 3.60 per barrel ot 34? API calculated at the 
conversion rate of Rs. 8 per US dollar., The Committee 
also recommended an increase in the existing Oil Deve- 
lopment Cess of Rs, 60 per tonne to Rs. 82.50 per tonne. 
Including this enhanced cess, l he price of indigenous 
cuide oil works out to Rs. 40 per bail'd or ,$ 5 per barrel. 
For the present, Government have decided not to increase 
the Oil Development Cess. The price ot indigenous crude 
oil will continue to be $ 4.58 per barrel, inclusive of the 
existing Oil Development Cess of Rs. 60 per tonne, 

2.3. Government has also decided that this price will 
be expressed in terms ot in pees per barrel, i.e. Rs. 36.64 
per barrel, Fluctuations in the U.S. dollar/rupee ex- 
change rate will not affect this price. 

2.4. As a corollary to the discontinuance of the prin- 
ciple Df ‘import parity’ in the pricing of crude oil, it 
would no longer be valid to estimate the cost of delivery 
of crude oil by pipeline on the basis ot notional AFRA, 
port wharfage and landing charges. The cost of delivery 
of crude oil by pipeline from the Central Tank Farm to 
refinery installations should be borne by the refinery 
based on the actual operating cost, plus a return on capi- 
tal employed (rcpiescntcd by net fixed assets and working 
capital) . 

2.5. For the present, Government have decided not to 
transfer the liability of sales tax from the producers of 
indigenous crude oil to refineries. 

2.6. 11 would no longer be appropriate to continue Ihe 
system of reimbursement of freight cost on notional 
AFRA b asis. The actual cosis ol ocean transportation bv 
Indian tankers should be reflected in the price of petto- 
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leum products and the refineries should be reimbursed on 
this basis. Additional expenditure on account of demur- 
rage, inefficient operation etc. will not qualify for adjust- 
ment in the C&F Account. But additional expenditure 
(tugs, fender, baby vessels etc) entailed in lightering of 
high capacity takers will be reimbursed. Norms and 
parameters {e.g. on turn-round, bunker consumption cct.) 
should be determined by the oil industry with the appro- 
val of Government,, Actual performance should be rated 
against these norms and parameters for adjustment in 
C&F Account. 

2,7. The tanker freight rates should be on cost plus 
basis for all Indian flag tankers. The contractual rate 
should be in rupees per tonne. 

3.1. The Committee has worked out the retention 
prices for each product and for each refinery, taking into 
account the average level of throughput, the standard 
pattern of production, the relevant cost of crude oil, the 
average refining cost, a return of 15% on capital employ- 
ed and a set of indices for allocation of the total cost of 
each refinery among different products, This arrange- 
ment is expected to take care of the various factors pecu- 
liar to the oil industry in general and to the widely distri- 
buted and technologically disparate refineries in India in 
particular. Not only are the product patterns different 
and the processing cost, crude costs, freight rate etc. vari- 
able, but over and above this, there me also constraints 
placed by Government from month to month in the over- 
all national interest regulating throughput, product pat- 
tern requiring the refineries to process different types of 
crude oil and th e like, It is expected that the retention 
prices concept, with additional compensation from pool 
accounts when under recoveries arc sustained on account 
of Government directives, will adequately provide for all 
such variations. Under recoveries on account of refinery 
deficiencies, breakdown etc. will not be compensated. 

3.2. Government have accepted all the norms, standards 
and parameters adopted by OPC in working out the re- 
tention prices except the 15% return (gross), on the 
total capital employed by the refineries. It is considered 
sufficient that under normal circumstances a 10% return 
on net fixed assets and 15% return on working capital 
(crude in stock and transit, intermediate and finished pro- 
ducts at the refinery level not exceeding two months’ 
stock) may be allowed. 

3.3. OPC has based the marketing charges on the 
weighted average of the marketing aid distribution costs 
of Indian Oil Corporation, Hindustan Petroleum Corpo- 
ration Limited and Burmah Shell whose share in the 
marketing is 90%, and recommended a 12% return on 
capital employed by the marketing companies. Govern- 
ment consider that under normal circumstances this rate 
of return would be appropriate. 

3.4. The Government have accepted the Committee’s 
recommendation that the refineries should be the primary 
pricing points and the prices at upcountry depots or instal- 
lations should be determined on the basis of the prices at 
the nearest refinery plus the cost of transportation by the 
cheapest means of transport. As a result of this decision, 
the existing primary pricing points of Okha, Goa, Kandla 
and Calcutta shall cease to be the pricing points. 

3.5. OPC has recommended an ex-refinery price at a 
level *P’ (which is equal to the weighted average reten- 
tion prices for all refineries) for Bombay and Koyali, 
P+20 for Madras, 1 Cochin and Vizag, P+30 for Haldia 
and Barauni and P-1- 1 0 for Gauhati and Digboi refineries. 

It is considered that the ex-refinery prices should he uni- 
form for all the lefinerles as (he FOB cost ol crude oil 
(imported and indigenous) which accounts for more than 
80% of the total expenditure of the refinery, has been 
pooled and kept at a uniform level of P+12 weighted 


average for all the refineries. This will not, however, i^n- 
ply any scheme for freight equalisation. 

3.6. Tire flat transportation surcharge scheme in res- 
pect of motor spirit and kerosene which is applicable to 
all the places in Assam State would be abolished. The 
prices of these two products in Assam State would be 
determined in the same manner as in other States. 

Tn view of the high transportation costs in the border 
States/ Union Territories in the north-cast region, there 
should be a flat surcharge of 5 paise per litre on kerosene 
and high speed diesel oil and 7 paise per litre on motor 
spirit with Digboi and Gauhati as primary pricing points. 

3.7. The OPC has recommended that as the refineries 
retention prices have been derived on the basis of actual 
costs plus a reasonable return rather than import parity, 
the levy of non-recoverable devaluation duty on bulk 
petroleum products is not warranted. To offset the re- 
sultant shortfall in Government revenue, a part of the 
existing selling price of lubes and greases should be con- 
verted into basic excise duty. 

The OPC has also suggested that the WGOP and OPC 
duties should be merged with the basic excise duties. 

Government have accepted in principle these two re- 
commendations. Necessary action will be taken at the 
appropriate time. 

3.8. The Freight Surcharge Pool for compensation for 
out of zone movement and coastal movement, crude oil 
price equalisation account, C&F Adjustment Account, 
Product Prices Adjustment Account will be continued. 
Only such items of expenditure as are approved by the 
Government will be adjusted in these accounts. 

3.9. OPC has recommended certain norms 'for adjust- 
ments in the uccruals to the oil companies in respect of 
shortfalls or excess in throughput, processing fee, varia- 
tion in pattern of production, etc. Government have 
accepted these recommendations. 

3.10 OPC has recommended that an Oil Coordination 
Committee should be set up for administering the Pool 
Account; deciding on allocation of crude oil and monthly 
production patterns; and coordinating transportation 
arrangements for crude oil imports and coastal movements. 
This should be an industry committee with a separate sec- 
retariat. The expenditure on this organization should he 
borne by the C&F Account, This recommendation has 
been accepted by the Government, The Oil Coordination 
Committee will consist of the Secretary, Department of 
Petroleum, a representative of the Ministry of Finance 
(Department of Expenditure), Chairman, IOC, Chairman 
and Managing Director, HPCL, Chief Executives of 
Burmah Shell, Caltex, MRL, CRL, IBP and AOC, and 
with the Joint Secretary, Department of Petroleum as 
Member-Secretary. The Secretariat should have the full ■ 
time service of the experts of refineries, marketing and 
distribution, including transportation. In view Of the 
complexity and number of Pool Accounts to be administe- 
red, there should be a full-fledged wing for Accounts/ 
Finance. 

3.11 For the first time Jute Batching Oil (JBO), Spe- 
cial Boiling Point Spirit (SBPS) Solvents, hexane Mineral 
Turpentine Oil (MTO). LPG for industril use, naphtha 
for industrial use arc brought under the pricing scheme. 

3.12. All other recommendations of the OPC except- 
ing the price of a few products ( vide paragraph 4 below) 
arc accepted by the Government. 

4. Taking into account the current costs of the oil 
industry and the floating exchange rates in the internatio- 
nal monetary system, and taking note of the prevailing 
economic situation. Government have taken the following 
decisions on the prices recommended by the OPC , — 
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a. The ceiling selling prices of kerosene oil at ex- 
slorage points at Bombay, Koyali, Cochin, Madras, 
Visakhapatnam, Haldia, Barauni, Gauhati, and 
Digboi will be increased by 5 Paise per litre in- 
stead of 11.7 paise (at Bombay) recommended 
by the OPC, 

b. The basic ceiling selling prices of high speed diesel 
oil ex-storage points will be increased by 8 paise 
per litre instead of 14.6 paise per litre (at Bom- 
bay) recommended by the OPC. 

c. lhe basic ceiling selling prices of furnace /fuel 
Oil ex-storage points will be enhanced by Rs. 80 
per KL. 

d. The ceiling selling price of domestic cooking gas 
(LPG) will be increased by Rs. 2.50 per cylinder 
of 15 KG instead of a ceiling of Rs. 5 per cylinder 
recommended by the OPC. 

e. The prices of certain products, such as aviation 
gasolines, motor spirits, aviation turbine fuel and 
light diesel oil recommended by the OPC are 
lower than the current prices. The prices of these 
products will he retained at the existing levels. 

f. There will be no increase in the price of naphtha 
used as feedstock for fertilizer production. 

g. Recommendations of the OPC on the pricing of 
other products have been accepted by Govern- 
ment. 

5. The decisions herein contained in respect of prices 
of indigenous crude oil and petroleum products and re- 
lated matters will come into force with effect from 14th 
July, 1975 and will remain in force until further orders.

1. 9. Khadi would continue to have a recognised role as one of the rural 

Industries and while in some areas it may be the most important among 
the rural industries, with the development of scientific agriculture and, 
advance of rural electrification, it is possible that khadi may be replaced 
by other more paying rural industries like agricultural processing and 
manufacture of agricultural inputs. Irrespective of one's view about khadi 
as a permanent programme, it may be agreed that for some time to come 
it will have a useful role in providing employment in backward rural areas 
and to backward sections of population. We would urge that this con- 
cept of rural industries in which khadi could have its due role should 
be given a concrete expression by effecting the necessary changes in orga- 
nisation (Para 4.3), 

26. The State Rural Industries Boards, in consultation with the Rural 
Industries Commission, should prepare development programmes for rural 
industries each State. The Programme should be based on the 
maximum utilisation of local resources by self-employed persons who 
should be trained and enabled to use improved tools and techniques and, 
wherever possihle small machines and power. Large Scale displacement of

3- 33. A streamlined organisational set up will be required for the re- 

oriented programmes. At policy and administrative levels, there should 
be high degree of coordination and cohension among the various consti- 
tuents of the organisation so that it can function in a dynamic and pur- 
poseful way.
